Girls, You May Need Engineering 
Degree To Operate New Radarange 


NEW YORK, 
May 25 — The 
jive disciples must up-date their 
talk. 
“ You cookin’ with gas?” was 
mighty snappy jive repartee 
a 
few seasons back. 
And a hep cat replied “on all 
four burners.” 
However, lf jive is to keep 
abreast of the times, this dia­

dar?” 
And the reply will scan 
this: 
“ On high frequency, 
2,450,000,- 
000 cycles to the sec!” 
For radar has been 
captured 
In the kitchen 
and boxed 
in

stove that uses ra d ar’s 
magne­ 
tron tube, geared at 2450 m ega­ 
cycles. 
Science has decreed that t h e 
housewife of the future, 
w h e n 
she wrastles the pots and pans, 
will be cooking on a wave length 
assigned by the federal govern­ 
ment, exactly as radio stations 
n<-w operate on specified 
wave 
lengths .

ONE S IT H radarange, 
made 
by the Raytheon 
Manufacturing 
Co,, of Waltham, Mass., one 
of 
toe two firms licensed to 
make 
rad ar tubes in America 
during 
the war, is anchored in the base­ 
m ent of the Horace Mann Build- 
ing on Columbia university cam ­ 
pus. 
M argaret Fairchild, 
a 
home 
economics expert who is 
doing 
experimental work in 
r a d a r 
cooking for the U. S Navy, the 
university and the R a y t h e o n 
company, gave a demonstration 
in which the wonder stove cook­ 
ed ginger bread cupcakes in 20 
seconds, scrambled e g g s 
in 
12 
seconds, made a 
big chocolate 
pudding in five minutes and pop­ 
ped a whole ear of popcorn in 32 
seconds flat. 
The stove itself looks like a 
white enamel electric w a t e r 
heater with a 
stainless 
steel 
oven inset about midships. The 
stove has no “top*' 
or 
burn­ 
ers. Ail the cooking is done in 
the oven, since the energy 
or 
heat waves would escape on a 
flat surface. 
It beats all for an old-fashion­ 
ed cook to put her hand 
,n 
an 
oven from which burning 
h o t 
cupcakes have just been remov­ 
ed and find it cool, and the steel 
sides, top and bottom, 
of 
t h e 
oven not even 
w a r m 
to the 
touch. 
But radar heat doesn’t work 
like the old wood, gas or electric 
steve. Such energy or heat, Miss 
Fairchild explained, does 
n o t 
penetrate metal. So that explains 
the four-inch glass bull’s eye set 
into the back of the stove. T h e 
microwaves or energy or what­ 
ever m akes radar cook sneak in 
through the glass inset.

like it. 
This stove is not only made to j 
specifications for the short order 
cook (and 80 hotels are already 
using radaranges), but is

for the culinary 
Peeping T o m .! 
The stove door is perforated, like 
a sieve, with 547 holes not quite j 
the size of a pencil. 
What is even more baffling, 
however, is the fact that 
the 
heat doesn’t escape 
through 
these sam e holes. But wonders 
never cease: The holes are not 


as wide as the wave 
lengths 
filling the oven 
on 
the 
2450 
megacycle 
circuit, 
and 
the 
heat—no Houdini in handcuffs 
—can’t get away. 
Just to complicate things fur­ 
ther, water runs in and out of the 
range constantly 
d u r i n g the 
cooking period to cool the radar 
dingus, on the same principal as 


water cooling the motor of 
an 
auto. 
In the pas,, any woman w h o 
could keep a wood fire going in a 
stove qualified 
as 
a domestic 
science expert. But 
in 
the fu­ 
ture, it looks as if we shall have 
to be graduate engineers and li­ 
censed mechanics before we can 
operate in the kitchen.

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MONEY 
THE NEXT time there is a liv ing room 
argument on the worth of money, the case 
of Shanghai in the siege of 1949 ought to be 
cited. Of what real v alue is money? After 
all, it only represents goods and labor. 
Money js not wealth, it only represents 
wealth. 
When the Communists of the Chinese 
civ il war surrounded Shanghai by land, 
leav ing only its sea lanes open, the paper 
money of the Chinese gov ernment rapidly 
deteriorated until it had no v alue at all. I 
There was some foreign currency of gen­ 
erally recognized v alue, but not nearly 
enough to meet the requirements of daily 
commerce. The operators of factories be­ 
gan to pay their employees in the goods 
they made, instead of in money. Ov ernight 
a swarm of curbstone sellers appeared — j 
the workers or members of their families, 
trying to exchange their wage goods for 
money or for something they could eat or 
use. The business of regular stores was 
so badly disrupted that the stores started 
mov ing stock out to the sidewalks to com­ 
pete with the worker-sellers. The wheels of 
commerce turned slower and slower. Some 
families had a lot of umbrellas, or a lot of 
shoes, but not much rice. 
‘‘You nev er miss the water until the well 
runs dry,” says an old prov erb. The resi­ 
dents of monev -less Shanghai hav e learn­ 
ed the v alue of money. 


OLD LAWS 
COUNTY officials in Rutland, Vt., at­ 
tracted a lot of attention a short time ago 


by inv oking a 150-year-old debtor statute 
against two men who had failed to pay 
civ il suit judgments. The two men were 
thrown into jail, and under this old statute 
they could be held in jail the rest of their 
liv es if the judgments were not paid, unless 
they could qualify to take paupers’ oaths. 
The nonsense of this kind of debtor law, 
long ago outmoded, is that if the debtor 
was unable to meet his obligation while 
free, clearly he will not be able to earn the 
money to meet it while in jail. This was 
the old debtor law of England, where it was 
a target for the masterful pen of Charles 
Dickens, who is giv en a large share of cred­ 
it for the reform which remov ed this kind 
of law from the British code.

It is in the courses of natural and social 
sciences, which begin in one m anner or an­ 
other in the earliest classes of the ele­ 
mentary schools, that our children are left 
helpless in a sea of confused ideas. Ev en

I seems so clev er when it knows how rabbits 
| reproduce. It nev er occurs to them that the 
factual mind of the v ery young child is 
deeply impressed by the fact that there 
seems to be no sense in the accidents in 
life. And youth soon discov ers that there is 
I no higher intelligence, no supreme law of 
nature, that it is all chemistry and physics. 
Therefore there can be no moral system—

I just cam e across a quotation in a m aga­ 
zine, “American Affairs,” edited by Garet 
Garrett, who for many years wrote editor­ 
ials for Saturday Ev ening Post when it was 
at its best. 


I always read American Affairs carefully 
because it is a meaty publication such as 


j the Atlantic Monthly used to be when the 
great Ellery Sedgwick ran it. There are 
not many publications like that left in this 
country, their place hav ing been taken by 
Milton Berle on telev ision. 
In American Affairs I found this nugget 
by Dr. Frederich Georg Juenger, described 
as “a v ery distinguished and pessimistic 
German thinker” who wrote “the failure 
of technology” in 1939 and hid it. This is the 
nugget: 


“We can reasonably assume, for exam ­ 
ple, that an apple contains a number of 
substances that so far hav e eluded the 
chemist and the biologist. It is likewise 
quite certain that ev en if all these sub­ 
stances could be synthetically reproduced 
in a pill, they could not replace the apple. 
For the apple embodies a principle that is 
higher than the sum of its parts. It is not a 
lifeless preparation, like the substances 
that hav e been, or could be extracted from 
it, but an expression of life that grows and 
smells and ripens and has fragrance. No 
doubt the wise thing to do is to eat the apple 
itself rather than swallow the v itamins 
which may be extracted from it. And I shall 
also show wisdom by eating the apple not 
lor the sake of all the v itamins it contains, 
but because it is an apple. The difference 
is fundamental, for in the first instance I 
am acting like a sick person, in the second 
like a healthy one.” 


The truth of this must be obv ious ev en to 
the most av id v itamin taker. I hav e per­ 
sonally consumed thousands of them, un­ 
der instruction, but find that a beefsteak

AS lon<? ago as 1880, physicians 
were familiar with a disease known 
as sprue, then thought to affect only 
people liv ing in tropic countries. To­ 
day, we realize that this disorder is 
much more frequent in tem perate 
climates than was formerly believ ed. 
When it occurs in babies, as it often 
does, it is known as Celiac disease. 
Diarrhea, with the presence of a 
great deal of digested fat in the 
bowel mov ements, is one of the first 
symptoms of sprue. In addition, 
there is anemia or lessening of the 
amount of coloring in the blood, 
inflammation of the mouth and 
tongue, and swelling of the tissues, 
particularly the legs. Later on there 
may be some damage to the spinal 
cord, together with symptoms indi­ 
cating a deficiency of v itamins A, 
D, and K, and those of the B-com- 
plex. Naturally, loss of weight and 
strength is marked. 


the factor which is necessary for 
the absorption and use of the fatty 
substances, as well as the sub­ 
stances which prev ent pernicious 
anemia, and other factors which we 
suspect may be missing in cases of 
sprue. 
Cases of pernicious anemia are 
benefited by what is known as folic 
acid, a part of the v itamin B-com- 
plex. Folic acid also has a helpful 
effect on some of the symptoms of 
sprue, but it is not the factor which 
regulates fat absorption. 
Various Diets 
Sprue has also been treated by 
v arious types of diet, such as the 
fruit, milk, and meat diet*. These 
giv e good results because they con­ 
tain relativ ely large amounts of the 
anti-sprue factor, and because they 
stop fermentation and improv e the 
action of the bowel, thus aiding in 
better absorption of the anti-sprue 
factor. 
In any ev ent, a great deal has 
been learned about sprue and, with 
the proper treatm ent, it can be rap­ 
idly ov ercome. 


Absorbing Fat

in the body’s ability to absorb and 
use fat and the essential products 
which come from its digestion.

Sprue has also been treated by 
various types of diet, such as the 
fruit, milk, and meat diet#. These 
give good results because they con­ 
tain relatively large am ounts of th# 
anti-sprue factor, and because they 
stop ferm entation and improve the 
action of the bowel, thus aiding in 
better absorption of the anti-sprue 
factor. 
In any event, a great deal has 
been learned about sprue and, with 
the proper treatm ent, it can be rap­ 
idly overcome.
